REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


To the Citizens of Dunbarton: 


We submit the following report, together with that of 
the librarian. 

At the opening of the year it was apparent to the 
casual observer and thoughtful citizen that some better 
method of caring for our books should be adopted. 

After a careful consideration of the matter by your 
trustees, it was decided that the first step must be to 
re-catalogue the library, as there was no way to deter- 
mine how many or what books belonged to it, there 
being no record of any. 

But what method should be adopted? 

To get a simple list printed at a cost of some fifteen 
dollars would be easier and less expensive, but correct 
for one year only. 

To re-arrange and classify according to the modern 
system would be too expensive and beyond our reach, 
the cost being practically all our appropriation for the 
year. Still, as the modern method seemed to be the one 
most useful, we consulted other libraries and librarians, 
and in Miss Grace Blanchard, librarian of the Concord 
Public Library, found a most efficient and willing helper. 
Even then it hardly seemed possible to carry out the 
plan, as so much extra work would devolve upon our 
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own librarian, but Miss Kelley kindly offered her assist- 
ance and entered into the work with a zeal, and has 
accomplished the desired end, which means a long step 
forward for the good of our library and its patrons. 

We most earnestly commend the efficient manner in 
which Miss Kelley has carried out both the extra and 
routine work of the librarian during the year. 

We most cordially acknowledge our indebtedness to 
Miss Blanchard and her assistant for the help given 
Miss Kelley in classifying and re-arranging the books 
of our library. 

Again, we acknowledge our indebtedness to Miss 
Blanchard for the rebinding the forty books referred to 
in the librarian’s report. 

We need not enter into any explanation of the method 
adopted, as that is covered by our librarian. 

Nothing has been taken from the library fund to 
re-catalogue except the small amount paid for the cards 
of which the catalogue is made. 

We earnestly urge that the library be more freely 
patronized. 

You are most cordially invited by us and expected by 
our librarian to come and examine, consult and borrow 
the books. . 

We would further recommend that measures be taken 
as soon as possible to prevent the constant smoking of 
the library stove. 

A few repairs were made to the library room at the 
beginning of the year, at a small expense to the town.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


To the Board of Trustees: 


GENTLEMEN: During 1900 the library has been put 
into modern shape by the rearranging of its books into 
the ten divisions of the Dewey classification, which is 
the system adopted by progressive libraries throughout 
the United States. 

By this arrangement, books on a subject are brought 
together on the shelf; for instance, works on England 
stand side by side, instead of being, as formerly, scat- 
tered about the room. | 

Along with this correct placing of the books, a cata- 
logue of them has been written on cards, arranged 
alphabetically. On the top line of these cards is written 
the name of the author of the book, its title, or the sub- 
ject of which it treats. Any borrower, therefore, who 
wants to know if the library owns a book by Dickens, 
has only to look in the D cards; or if it has the book, 
‘¢Eben Holden,” to look in the E’s; and to know what 
material there is on Africa, look under that subject. 

A library thus arranged is capable of being enlarged 
without confusion. Ifa new book by Olive Thorne 
Miller is bought, a card bearing her name is written ; 
also a title card, and the book takes it niche on the 
shelf with the other bird books. A new story by Marion 
Crawford takes its place alphabetically with his other 
novels. 

Forty new books have been purchased the past year ; 
popular yet worthy books, which were eagerly called 
for, twenty-eight going into circulation within an hour 
and a half. 

About 1,000 books have been given out during the 
year. The modern way of letting a borrower take a 
work of non-fiction along with a story tends to improve 
the quality of reading in a town. 
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Forty books have been rebound, thus making old 
favorites take a new lease of life, and preventing a gen- 
eral look of dilapidation.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD, 


To the Dunbarton School District: 


Following former customs we present a review of 
school work for the past year, also suggestions for the 
future. 

Schools have been maintained in four divisions. 
Greatly to our regret the Waite Division was closed 
for want of scholars. Thirty weeks of schooling 
have been enjoyed by all. The course of study has 
been the same as former years, that required by law. 

Teachers of experience have labored unselfishly for 
the interest of their scholars, winning their love, and 
gaining the support and sympathy of parents. 

They have not been free from trials and discourage- 
ments incident to our schools of mixed grades, which 
are many. The need of a graded school is more 
apparent from year to year, the interest of our scholars 
demand it; the best interest of the community would be 
advanced by it, and we believe that no better time than 
the present will be found to act upon this matter. 

The’ interest manifested by the scholars has been all 
that could be desired. The work accomplished is 
worthy of high commendations. Our schools to-day 
will bear favorable comparison with other schools 
having like advantages. 

Among those things that hinder legitimate success are 
an inefficient superintendency ; too frequent change of 
teachers and want of a personal knowledge of the 
work done in our school rooms by the parents. These 
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obstacles can be avoided. ‘They demand the attention 
of every good citizen, and the thoughtful action of 
those interested in the development of our children, and 
upon whom rests the responsibility of their future. 

To neglect our duty to the school children is 
criminal; ignorance invites pauperism and crime; 
intelligence guarantees self-respect, thrift and every 
kindred virtue. Let us then as we love happy homes, 
good society, loyal patriotic citizenship, guard well 
our common schools.
